etur. An it is moſt ſure that we have diſpoled of 
the Perſons of Kings of Scotland, coming into 
England, both living and dead; and if we may diſ- 
poſe of the Perſon of a King of Scotland, without 
the Conſent of the Kingdom of Scotland, much 
more may we diſpoſe of the Perſon of à King of 
England, he being now in England, without their 
Privity or Advice : But if they have any Power to 
diſpoſe of him, it is becauſe they are either our 
Maſters gr our Fellows: If they be our Maſters, 
let them ſhew the Time when they conquered us, 
or the Price for which we were bald unto them: 


If they be our Fellows, why come they not to our 


Parliaments, why contributs they not to our Ne- 
ceſſities ? But as it is apparent \ they are two 
diſtinct Kingdoms, governed by two diſtin& Laws; 
ſo they ought not to intermeddle one with another's 
Intereſt, but to content theniſelves with what doth 
naturally appertain to each of them ſeverally. 
here is no Doubt to be made but that every 
Huſband hath as great an Intereſt in the Perſon of 
his Wife, as any Subject hath in the Perſon of his
